; VIEW. 


Some ‘original viewa on the 


Professor. Werner Sombart, the 
well-known economist, in an inter- 
view in the “Pesti Hirlap, of 
Budapest.” 

We are, he said, faced with a 
strange paradox. War has always 
existed, and, in his opinion, must 
always exist. But the develop- 
ment of the technic of war may 
reach a point when war will no 
longer be possible. In modern 
war human beings, singly or in 
the mass, have become merely 
material to be annihilated, and the 
nations possessing the means of 
mass-murder must . sooner or 
later realise the aimléssness of 
wars of annihilation, which would 
react as harmitully. on the victor 
as on the vanquished. 

On this point Professor Som- 
bart advances a bold suggestion. 
He suggests that war will revert 
to the form it took in, the days of 
chivalry, when man was megsur- 
ed against man, sword against 
sword, and courage against cour- 
age, This idea may appear un- 
duly romantic, but it is the logical 
consequence. of the conditions 
brought ' about by over-civilisa- 
tion. 
parably move intelligent to-day 
than he was in past centuries, but. 
this is due to pedagogic success 
rather than to physiological de- 
velopment, and it is probable that 
if modern man were deprived of 
his ‘spiritual | and — material 
luxuries he would speedily become 
the hardy fighter of former times. 

As to the question of a united 
States of Europe, Professor Som- 
bart says that at present the dif- 
ficulties are so manifold: ‘that 
they can ‘only be solved in theory. 
The only practical and ideal basis 
for Pan-Eurape is economical, but 
the nations which would be: ‘will. 
ing to enter into such a unign 
would certainly desire its basis to 
hea military one. An example of 
this is the League of Nations, 
which is only efficient in dealing 
with questions in which the’ in- 
terests of the contending parties 
are not deeply involved.

whole of the Dobrudja population 
were assisting the police — who 
had hitherto seemed powerless 
against the ‘bandit-—in their

At length a strong detachment 
of police with boats and canoes 
succeeded in surrounding 
Terenty’s hiding-place in the 
marshes in the delta of the 
When the police opened 
fire Terenty was severely wound- 


-Jed in the face but tried to escape 


in swimming ashore. He was 
pursued and caught and taken to 
the nearest police'station. 

Terenty’s head was cut off and 
is now inthe museum of erimino- 
logy in Bucharest.

FLOATING WHALE PACTORY. | 


A ship which has had a much 
more varied cnreer than most big 
liners, and ‘which. made ‘a = great 
name for ‘herself both under the 
Canadian Pacific .und Elder Demp- 
ater flags, the “Montcalm,” of 1897, 
has been bought by Norwegian 
owners, who intend to convert her 
into a floating whale factory of the 
latest pattern, and employ. her 


round about South, Sandwich 
Island in the Antaretic, a region 
which hay such weather that her 
selection is a fine tribute both to 
her builders and the ownera who 


have tuken care of her, 

She was constructed by Palmers’ 
Shipbuilding Company on the Tyne 
in 1897 for’Elder Dempsters’ Cana- 
dian. service, a service which car- 
ried on the old Beaver Line, and 
which afterwards grew to be the 
foundation of the Canadian Pacific 
Atlantic service, Her alsters were 
the “Monteagle” and’ Monterey,” 
the famous “Montrose” was slight- 
ly larger. ie 

The “Montcalm” had a gross ton- 
nage of roughly 5,500, and was pro- 
pelled by triple-expansion engines 
at a gea speed of 13 knots, while she 
had a dendweight capacity of 8,000. 
On trial she made a speed of 13. 34 
knots, and was always a very satis- 
factory steamer, In 1900, she was 
taken up as a horse transport for 
the South African, campaign, 
carrying over 900 horses of mules 
at a time and being very fortunate 
in respect of casualties, At the 
end. of the war she inaugurated 
Elder Dempster’ new service be- 
tween Avonmonth and St. John, 
New Brunswick. In 1903 she and 
her sisters were bought by ,the 
Canadian Line, and from that date 
until the outbreak of war she ran 
backwards and forwarde scroas the 
Atlantic. 

On War Service. 


She was, commissioned tor milt- 
tary duty soon after war broke out, 
‘and in 1915 was »urchased out- 
right by the Admiralty, whe intend- 
wl to fill her with cemens und 1s¢ 
her as a blockship, but tney alter- 
wards changed their minds. In 
1916, therefore, they sold her to 
the Leyland Line, who transferred 
her to the Anglo-Saxon, Petroleum 
Co, within a few months, - 3i:2 was 
then renamed ‘'Crenelia” anJ refit- 
ted as a tanker, but in November, 
1917, she was torpedoed by a aub- 
marine off the South Coast of Ire- 
land, contriving to reach port with 
difficulty, In August, 1918, she 
was again attacked, but this time 
the torpedo missed. . 

Before the end of the war she 
was taken over by the Government, 
but the Anglo-Saxon Company was 
still allowed to manage her. Oil 
was ‘very precious in those’ days, 
with the result that she was worked 
buck-wards and forwards without 
iest, and after the war she jot into 
‘rather poor condition and had: to 
be Iaid up in the Gareloch. 

In 1921 she wag bought hy ‘Runel- 
mans, but they left her laid up in 
the Tyne until August, 1923, when 
she was sold to Norwegians to be 
converted into a whaling factory. 
At the time she received the name 
of “Rey Alfonso,” but the ‘conver- 
sion was not a very-elaborate one, 

It’ appears that her new owners’ 
intention is to fit her out according 
to most modern ideas which permit 
a whale to be tried out at sca and 
the sharks deprived af the'r usual 
hiy shara of the catch. This in- 
volves conversion work far greatar 
than was s:tempted in the frst

This station has been heard 
very clearly. in both the Dutch 
East and West Indies, and quite 
recently an operator on board a 
Dutch steamer was ‘able (near 
Singapore) to follow practically 
word for word a. speech delivered 
by the Queen of the Netherlands 
at Eindhoven. He used a simple 


set constructed by him on board, 
consisting of a single wire aerial 
strung between a boat davit and a 
funnel satay and one detector and 
two low frequency amplifying 
valves, with, of course, the neces- 
sary transformers and con- 
densers, 

Care should be taken, when try- 
ing to tune in, not to confuse this 
station with Petrograd, which, 
we understand, works on practic.

shown to be unfounded, many of 
them stil] survived in popular 
estimation, but, being stripped of 
any justification for their reputa-

Another aspect of essentially, 
- the same: process was displayed 
in the. practice of mummy- 
making, the use of relics and 
magic bundles, and the imitation 
of medicine-men, The. pretence 
- of mummification in the case of 
a king—already referred to—was 
the essence of the initiation of a 
medicine-man, giving him new 
name and new powers of life and 
death; and the symbol of his 
powers was the magic: bundle, 
which was, the actual mummy or 
the pretended relic of his pre- 
decessor, In the wonderful re- 
productions of a chronological,

It should be described | 
not as the Hymn of the Soul but 
as the Song of the Pearl, the 
dentral theme being the quest of 
a unique pearl, the Medicine of 
Life; which was'to be found in 
the sea, guarded by a terrifying 
dragon or serpent.

. Safety Precautions, 

This' week the motoring public 
are busily engaged in preparing for 
a short holiday tour.. The result is 
that all the factories. are endeavour- 
ing to create new records in output 
and delivery of new cars. The 
new extension to the Willesden’ 
works of the Triplex Safety Glass 
Company has enabled a greater 
number of unspiinterable glass 
screens and windows to be detiver- 
ed, although the demand from the 
aviation side, for both Triplex gog- 
gles ‘and screens, is very heavy.'. 
Since Triplex safety glass has been 
improved, so that it retains its 
white clearness and does not de-, 
velop a slightly yellow tinge, its 
popularity has largely increased. 
Closed curs are gaining in general 
favour, and all sensible motorists 
insist ‘upon Triplex safety unsplin- 
terable glass being fitted in place of 
the ordinary plate glass, which has 
been the cause of serious injury 
to passengers when cars have met 
with accidents’ on the rond. 

Another item ‘of safety with 
which motorists are equipping their 
cars is the Pyrene fire extinguisher. 
That firm of manufacturers of all} 
kinds of appliances .for protection, 
from fire has.introduced a “Junior” 
Pyrene extinguisher for small cars. 
It is half the size and capacity of 
the ordinary Pyrene, ‘but, like its 
bigger brother, works instantly by 
means of its double acting rotating 
pump. It will enable the light car 
owner to put out a fire which .has 
started in the carburettor from a 
back-fire or other cause just on 
quickly as the owners of large cars 
can do with the larger model. Be- 
ing light and handy, and not taking 
up more than about a féot of space 
in length, this new Junior Pyrene 
can eusily be carried in a conven- 
jent position on the vehicle, and its 
price is small compared with the 
securily it provides. Motorists also 
are reminded that they should test 
the tap for turning off the petrol to 
the autovac ar carburettor, as; 
should a-fire be started, the first 
protective act is to shut off the flow 
of spirit to the carburettor. Then 
smother the flames with the Pyrene. 

Anti-glare frqnt-acreen vizors and 
smoked or coloured spectacle 
glasses are other safety appliances 
that motorists are adding to their 
equipment. The reflected sun glare 
from the modern water-proofed 
yoad in daytime and the rays of 
headlamps from other cara at night 
make some protection of this char- 
acter necessary. Quite recently a 
motorist was summoned at the 
Brampton Police Court for driving 
negligently, and he made the excuse 
that the sun was in his eyes and 
caused him to tollide with a motor- 
cycle, ‘This’ circumstance . was 
taken into consideration as miti- 
gating the offence, and, as the car 
was being. driven very slowly at the 
time, the cuse was dismissed on the 
Payment. of costs. But this motor- 
ist was fortunate in the magistrate, 
and hia experience must not be,re- 
garded as 2 precedent, It is much 
safer to provide oneself with smok- 
en glasses than run any risks. 

It cannot be disputed that the 
increase in the number of vehicles 
using the streets and highways has 


casualties to private cars, such as 
damaged front and rear wings and 
buckled luggage-grids, While there 
may be no serious damage, such 
mishaps spoil] the appenrance of the 
car and. add to the expense of re- 
pairs, for it js scarcely worth while 
troubling the insurance companies 
about many such accidents. ‘In con-

BRAKING SYSTEMS. 


THE SERVO BRAKING 
' EXPLAINED.. 


“What is meant by servo brak- 
ing?” This is a question that is 
frequently asked nowadays, owing 
tn the fact that some form of power- 
assisted brake is fitted to a con- 


The origin of the term “servo 


brake" is somewhat obscure, but |

brake is one in which a force, which 


may be produced by the. frictional 
drag of a rotating part, engine 
suction.or some similar agency, as- 
eista the driver in the task of 
noplying’ the shoes to the drums. 
For some considerable time there 
has been a tendency to reduce 
driving fatigue by providing lighter 
controla; thus, steering gears sre 


being provided with bigger: lever- 
ages, clutehes with comparatively 
light springg are in general.use and 
much has béen done to reduce the 
pressure required on the brake 
pedal, This braking pressure can 
be cut down considerably by 
eliminating friction in the operating 
gear so far as possible and by in- 
creasing the leverage to the maxi- 
rum oxtent. ; : 

There, is however, a definite limit 
to an increase of leverage, because 
of the fact that the pedal travel 
cznnot be unduly prolonged. Thus, 
if it ‘be desired to halve the pedal 
pressure required by doubling the 
leverage, then the designer must 
face the fact, that thia alteration 
will entail doubling the distance 
through which the pedal must be 
depressed in order to aupply the 
brakes. et , 

The same end can, however, he 
obtained without increasing the 
pedal ‘travel if .some additional 
mechanism js introduced and ar- 
ranged in such a way that the ap- 
plication of a given force to the 
brake pedal by the driver automa- 
tically brings into play a force of 
the same or even greater magni- 
tude to supplement the’ driver's 
effort. In order to retain safety in 
brake operation, it is, of course, 
necessary that this auxiliary brak- 
ing agency should act.in strict pro- 
portion to the pedal pressure em- 
ployed, so that the driver always 
knows the exact degree of braking 
which the pressure of his foot is 
going to produce: 


The simplest form of servo 
brake is one embodied in the drum 
itself, and usually consists of a 
special mounting of the shoes. 
Brondly speaking, matters are ad 
arranged that the driver’s foot- 
pressure applies one shoe to each 
drum, and, so soon as this shoe 
makes contact, it tends to-be drag- 
ged round in the direction in whier.

GREAT DAM IN JAMAICA. 

. The Hermitage: Dam, near King- 
ston, Jamaica, which has been con- 
structed by Sir W. G, Armstrong, 
Whitworth, and Co., Ltd., is situat- 
ad at a point 1,688ft. above sea 
level, ond is 142ft, in helght and 
673ft. in length, and’ varics in 
thickness from 80ft. to 100ft, at 
the base.

. BLESSING A BELL. 


A quaint old Catholic cere- 
mony was revived at Wands- 
worth when a new bell installed 
at St. Thomas a Becket Church, 
West-hill, was blessed by the 
Auxiliary’ Bishop of Southwark.

Bucharest, July 22. 
The will of the late King Fore

the Summer Palace, Sinaia, by the 
Minister of Justice: in the presence 
of the members of the Royal Family 
and the Regency Council. 

The will, dated July 2, 1926, pro- 
vided, inter alia, that the estate of 
Sinaia. Castle, at Peles, and all the 
personal property of the King shall 
wo to the Crown Prince. But a 
codicil, dated January 11, 1926, 
annuls this bequest on the ground 
that these properties are “absolute, 
ly necessary to the future King of 
Roumania.” f 

Carol to be given his share of 
the money in Staté securities. 

A codicil says: “It has seemed 
good to Heaven to afflict the coun- 
try, the Queen and myself, with 
the great misfortune of the renun- 
ciation - ‘of the Throne by Prince 
Carol. I can never forget my grief 
at having to take such a decision 
which, nevertheless, was demanded 
by. the interests of the State and 
the Crown. I pray that God will 
help my dear son in’ the new life 
he hay chosen, in apite of: our 
wishes, and grant that his choice 
may prove happy for himself gynd 
Roumania,.” 

Letter to Prime Minister, 

The King left a letter to the 
Prime Minister, in which he says: 

“God willed that the Crown shall 
bass to my grandson, who.is yet a 
child. The burden of the Govern- 
ment will therefore fall, first on 
Prince Nicholas and the Council of 
Regency. 

“I cnll upon all good citizens to 
do what in them lies for the peace 
and progress of our country.” ° 
* Referring to his “dear son Carol,” 
the King aays:— ‘ 

“For the peace of the country 
IT have sacrificed my fatherly desire 
to see him again and I charge him 
to keep his promise and not return 
without permission of the Govern- 
ment.""—Reuter, : 

Prince Carol’s Future. 
Paris, July 22.

. REFUSED DUTY. 
RCHO OF RECENT — 
TYPHOON, 


CHINESE SAILORS CHARGED. 


Refusing work during a’ 
typhoon in mid-ocean while on a 
‘trip from Balingtang, Dutch East 
Indies to Yokohama, the Chinese 
seamen of the Java-China-Japan 
Lijn 3s. “Tjikandi” brought mat- 
ters to a head on Wednesday 
morning when they again refused 
to turn to ,while the ‘ship was 
lying in Taikeo Docks. Not con- 
tent with refusing . work them- 
selves, the seamen prevailed upon 
the engineroom workers to follow 


their example. : 

‘The first intimation the ship’s 
officers had that more trouble was 
brewing came. on Tuesday night 
when the’ engineroom hands ap- 
proached the Chief Engineer and 
asked to be. paid off, saying that 
if this was refused the sailors 
would fight. The Chief Engineer 
put them off unti] the morning, 
promising to speak to the mas- 
ter (Captain Hillegraal) about it, 
- In the morning’ the engine- 
room hands who had behaved 
well throughout the typhoon, re- 
fused work. It was clear, ac- 
cording to the officers, that these 
men were influenced by the sea- 
men several of whom were 
loitering on the hatches, One of 
them was actually saying a lot of 
things to the engineroom hands. 
To prevent trouble the Captain 
ordered that this man be placed 
in irons, When two of the 
officers attempted to carry out 
this order, there was a struggle, 
and then nine of the seamen 
rushed at the Officers and what 
was described as a “big fight” 
ensued, in which the two Officers 
were struck. 

The police flag was flown and 
ithe erew all went ashore. 

When the police arrived, the 
Third Officer pointed out the two 
ringleaders of the disturbance, 
and they were taken into custody, 
one of them in the handcuffs 
with which the Officers had 
secured him during the struggle. 

On Thursday morning the two 
men were charged before Mr. 


Chief Engineer (Mr. Greeuw) 
and the’ Third. Officer (My. 
Nannik), ; 

‘After the Officers had given 
evidence, the accused claimed that 
the period for which they had 
signed on had expired and they 
were entitled to be paid off. The 
officers had no right to detain 
them and place them in irons. 

The Third Officcr said that 
.the men were signed on in 
January for 12 months, but there 
was a clause in the articles 
whereby the men could be ‘paid 
off at the first Chinese port they 
touched after they had completed 
six months’ service. 

:The accuseds’ contention was 
that they were originally signed 
on in Hong Kong and therefore 
they were entitled to be paid off 
in Hong Kong. 

The Magistrate ‘remanded the 
case until to-day when articles 
were produced in Court by the 
Third Officer and further evid- 
ence taken, :
